Hughes, in a reply to a letter from 
Senator 
Frederick Halo; Republican, 


asking him for his views on the League 
•of Nations, states that it is his opinion 
the United States senate would pursure 
a prudent course in entering the pro- 
posed league, "with reservation of a 
reasonable character, which would meet 
ready assent, and thus establish a con- 
dition of amity at the earliest possible 
moment." 
In his letter, which was made public 


here today, Mr. Hughes suggests a num- 
ber of reservations and interpretations 
before ratification. 
Mr. Hughes al- 


though very clearly stating the need of 
a League of Nations, points out that 
this country shbuld pursue "the middle 
ground between aloofness and injurious 
committments" in order to safeguard 
American rights and integrity. 


"While the importance of Article X 
Is strongly emphasized by its support- 
ers," Mr. Hughes asserts, "it is objec- 
tionable because it is an illusory engage- 
ment." 
" 
•'Whether we go to war to preserve 


the teritorial integrity of another state 
in a situation not now disclosed or de- 
fecribed so that the merits of the case 
may be judged, will depend upon the 
action of congress, and that action will 
be taken according to the conviction of 
our people as to our duty in the light 
of the demands of the justice as they 
appear when the exigency arises," he 
declared. "We should not enter into a. 
guaranty which would expose us to the 
charge of bad faith, or of having de- 
faulted in our obligation notwithstand- 
ing that congress in refusing to make 
war had acted in accordance with its 
conception of duty in the circumstances 
disclosed." 


Mr. Hughes states that he does not 


favor the elimination of Article X, but 
that a clear interpretative statement be 
adopted, which would adequately recog- 
nize American rights. 
, 


Mr. Hughes is of the opinion" that 
the senate should adopt the resolution 
embodying the reservations and inter- 
pretations about as follows: 


The senate of the United States ad- 
vices arid consents to the ratification of 
said treaty with the folowing reserva- 
tions and understandings as to its in- 
terpretations and effects to be made a 
part of the instrument of ratification: 


First—That whenever two years no- 
tice of withdrawal from the League of 
Nations shall have been given, as pro- 
vided in Artiole 1 of the covenant, the 
power Riven the notice shall cease to be 
a member of the league or subject to 
the obligations of the covenant of the 
league at the time specified in the no- 
tice, notwithstanding any claim, charge 
or finding of the non-fuliillment of any

Toilet Creams. 


It is netessaiy to undei bland the pro 
cess of pieparation to make toilet 
cieams at home satisfactorily. 
After 


purchasing the ingredients for cold 
rream, provide the utensils for the mix 
ing 
Uuly glass, porcelain or china 


should be used. 
Metal will make a 
cream dark in color and frequently has 
a harmful chemical effect. A large cup 
or small china bowl t,erves every pur- 
pose for melting the fats 
This recep- 
tide should be placed in another which 
should contain boiling water. 
Watch the melting of the fats care 


fully for the cold cream will be ruined 
if they are allowed to become hot 
The 
tats should be softened, even melted, 
but they must not be left in the heated 
water a moment after this stage is 
reached 
The cream will never congeal 


if the fats are once allowed to get hot 


Add the oil to the fats and, if the cold 


liquid hardens, return the bowl to the 
hot bath until the mass becomes soft. 
The congealing process must be delayed 
until all of the ingredients have been 
put together. The great secret of a 
fcmooth, snow white paste, lies in keep- 
ing the mixture cool while heating.

Tio not pi operly sift them Face powders 
must be sifted many times, through 
bolting silk, coarse muslin, or brown 
paper. Molting silk is so expensive that 
few can afford it, but coarse muslin is 
the next best agent for the purpose.

ders, a perfumed oil is to be added, the 
mixing becomes more difficult. The oil 
should be dropped alone and, by de- 
crees the powder added. If the opera

OLD THINGS UNDER THE SUN 


Democracy In Ancient Jewish Daya and 


th* League of Nations, 


Are Two. 


The democratic Idea Is of great antiq- 


uity, th« Christian Herald reminds Its 
readers. 
Under the prophets and 


Judges, Israel was a democracy. It was 
not until they were fascinated by the 
barbaric splendor and unrestrained li- 
cense of the heathen nations around 
them that they began to he dissatisfied 
with their own simple ways and to long 
for a king and a showy court. It was 
tbe lure of sin and worldly vanity. 
Samuel warned them against courts 
and kings and told them of what would 
happen, but his warnings went unheed- 
ed. The vision of tbe age of peace 
began as early as eight centuries B. C., 
but it wajs not until the Christian era 
that the world change In the existing 
order fully dawned upon the minds of 
men. The Idea of a league of nations 
Is not new. Such a league was fore- 
shadowed by Jean Bloch, In his re- 
markable book, "The Future of War," 
Issued 20 years ago. It was also fore- 
seen by Emanuel Kant, who, In his es- 
say on "Perpetual Peace," wrote that 
the law of nations must be based on 
the federation of free states. At dif- 
ferent times leaders In national and 
International reform have bad visions 
of such a league, but always as a pos- 
sibility of the remote future. It has 
remained for the United States to 
promulgate It at a time when th« 
world seems prepared to listen.

The fence remained till 1914, 
minus the gilt crowns that tbe "lib- 
erty Boys" bad hammered off the tops 
of the fence posts, but the famous park,
